JACKSONVILLE’S FINANCIAL 
PRIMER. 


What Is a Bond? 
Answer: 
A bond is a contract, or note stating that a given 
sum of money will be paid at a stipulated time, together with 
a certain am ount of interest. 
What Is a Bond Issue? 
Answer: 
A number of bonds given by a person or a cor­ 
poration or municipality promising to pay at a given time, 
generally serially; that is, a certain amount every year for 
a period of years. 
When Is the Interest Payable? 
Answer: 
Generally either every six months or every year. 
How Would Bonds of the City of .Jacksonville Be Hecured? 
Answer: 
Under the statute of Illinois, the city officials 
are compelled to levy a tax to meet each series of bonds as they 
come due and to pay the semi-annual or annual interest. 
Has Jacksonville Ever Issued Bonds Before? 
Answer: 
Yes. 
W hat Has Happened to These Bond Issues? 
Answer: 
They have all been paid with the exception of 
$34,000.00, w'hich is due in installments of $4,000 every July 
1st, and this issue will he paid off in eight and one-half years. 
Jacksonville also has lately issued w ater extension bonds for 
$75,000 and one series amounting to $3,750 has already been 
paid on July 1st, 1919. 
N. B. of the $75,000 water extension bond issue, perhaps 
$10,000 will not be needed to complete the dam. 
If pond issue 
is carried, this surplus will be used toward the filtration plant. 
If the bond issue is defeated, the money will be used eith er for 
spine additional work that may arise in connection with the 
water plant, or the money can be used to purchase th at much 
of our own water bonds, thereby retiring before m aturity a 
like amount and of course stopping the interest on that much. 
What la the Total Bonded Indebtedness of Jackson Ville 
at Present? 
Answer: 
$105,250. 
W hat Is Jacksonville’s Actual Valuation? 
Answer: 
$13,200,000. 
What Is Jacksonville’s Assessed Valuation? 
Answer: 
Under the new law it is $6,600,000. 
What Is Jacksonville’s Ability to Issue Bonds? 
Answer: 
The legislature of 1919, passed an act changing 
the basis for establishing the equalized value of property from 
one-third to a basis of one-half and on this basis, bonds can 
be issued to the extent of five per cent of the equalized valu­ 
ation. 
How Many More Bonds Can Jacksonville Issue? 
Answer: 
Jacksonville can issue a total of $330,000 of 
bonds, lees the bonds outstanding at the time of issue which 
at present is $106,250, deducting this amount from the m axi­ 
mum ability of $380,000, leaves a total of $224,750. 
W h a t Is Hie Present Debt of Jacksonville? 
Answer: 
On May 1st, 1919, the debt of Jacksonville, ex­ 
clusive of the outstanding bonds, was $131,142.77. 
N. B. 
By economy, this floating indebtedness was reduced 
to $129,050.92 by September 1st, showing that this adm inis­ 
tration has gained slightly but without doing any constructive 
or permanent improvement work. 
For What Was This Debt Accumulated? 
Answer: 
Salaries, fuel, supplies for the water and light 
department, police, fire department, streets, crossings, bridges 
and the thousand and one other things necessary to run a city. 
To Whom Is This Money Owed? 
Answer: 
To Ayers uNfional bank for approved bills of 1915, 
1916 and 1917 to which 20 per cent is not added . $30,496.81 
To employes who hold approved b i l l s 
.............. 42,246.60 
To merchants who-hold approved b ills........................ 54.690.08 
For interest due to bank and others ........................ 
4,500.00 
Why Has Jacksonville Bun Behind? 
Answer: 
Primarily because expenditures of the city, as 
well as the individual have been increasing for years and pri­ 
marily because during the war period, everything that the city 
has had to buy has doubled and trebled in value, tile sam e as 
an individual and because the revenue of the city has not in­ 
creased. 
The sub-committee, composed of members of the citizen’s 
committee, made a compilation of the total cost for the ex­ 
pense of running the city .and their statement shows that for 
a period of eight or ten years past, the average annual deficit 
amounts to $1 3,000 per year. 
In other words, the expenses 
of the city is that amount greater than its income and we face 
today that accumulation of indebtedness and in addition to 
this, consideration must be given the increased cost of labor 
and supplies which it is hoped tile increased revenues will take 
care of without creating a deficit. 
What W ill Happen if Hie People Should Refuse to Vote a 
Bond Issue? 
Answer: 
We will have to do the best we can. 
All de­ 
partments. while running now on an economical basis, will 
have to be reduced more. 
The l ity will undoubtedly have 
many suits against it for the past due bills and there can be 
no possible defense against creditors securing judgment and 
probably officials will be mandanvused. compelling them to 
levy a tax to meet judgments. 
How Will the Disbursement of This Money Take Place A fter 
the Bonds Have Been Sold? 
Answer: 
The city council pledges itself that if the bond 
issue carrier, when the bonds are sold, the ciuncl! will a r­ 
range to w ithdraw the money from the purchasers of the bonds 
on the same arrangement as the w ater extension bonds of 
$75,000 were handled, namely, the money will be draw n as 
needed and therefore there will be no excess of money lying 
idle in the bank, on which the city will bo paying interest, but 
the council pledges itself to arrange first for the payment of 
the floating indebtedness amounting to approximately $131,000 
which will be paid promptly by draw ing from the boud com­ 
pany, enough to do this. 
The council pledges itself that It will arrange to draw the 
money for the purpose of building the filtration plant only as 
the money is needed. 
• 
Then when it is decided on when is the proper time to be­ 
gin work on the proposed electric light plant, tho money will 
be drawn from tho bond company only as needed. 
By this 
arrangement no money for any of the three proposed purposes 
will lie idle in the bank and the city will not be paying in te r­ 
est unti lthe money is actually needed.
